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Research proposal — 15% 

The research proposal is intended to provide you with an opportunity to develop your research 
topic for the term paper. The research proposal requires that you critically reflect on a 
historical figure, event, artifact, or issue, and explain its historical and social significance. 
Given the nature of the course, the chosen topic should be historical mm nature (1.e., roughly 
prior to the year 2000) and reflect a broader issue in sport and society. For example, while 
Sydney Crosby’s “golden goal” at the 2010 Olympics may be a historic event, it does not 
directly reflect or relate to a broader societal issue, thus making it a poor topic for the 
assignment. Instead, you'll want to focus on a topic that reflects the key themes of the course 
(Le., issues of race, class, gender, commercialism, nationalism and so on). If you are unsure if 
your topic is historical, don’t hesitate to ask! 


The goals of the assignment are to familiarize yourself with a research topic, conduct 
preliminary research on that topic, and begin to develop an argument supported by primary 
and secondary sources. Each of these components can (and should) form the basis for your 
term paper, so choose wisely. 


The research proposal should make use of a minimum of five (5) sources, two (2) of which 
must primary historical sources and three (3) of which must be secondary academic sources. 


The primary sources can be from newspapers articles, magazines, etc., but should be reputable 
in nature and of the time under study. 


Term pa — 25% 


The term paper is designed to allow you an opportunity to explore an historical issue related 
to sport and physical activity in Canada in greater detail, and demonstrate your ability to make 
connections to concepts discussed in the course. You may, if you wish, expand upon your 
research proposal, or select a different topic altogether. As with the research proposal, the 
chosen topic should be historical in nature and reflect a broader societal issue. The term paper 
should include an introduction, body, and conclusion, and have a clear thesis statement with 
an overarching argument running throughout. 


The challenge at hand is to explain why your topic of choice is historically significant, and 
how it helps us better understand the structure of sport and society in the contemporary 
context. Your essay should include relevant background information (who, what, when, 
where, and why), and should be connected in some way to the Canadian context (although the 
topic may certainly have impacts outside of Canada). 


Some questions that might guide your thinking include: What impact did the topic have on 
wider society? In what ways did the topic transcend the sporting context? In what ways did 
the topic align with, or challenge broader, social, cultural, political and economic 
developments in history? What lasting impact did the topic have? In what ways has the topic 
been celebrated or forgotten and why? 


Students are not permitted to select a figure detailed in chapter 6 of the textbook. 
Style and criteria: 


Maximum 1500-2000 words. 

Double-spaced, size 12-font Times New Roman. 

At least 4 relevant academic references and 2 primary sources plus any other 
references as appropriate. 

Use APA style for your citations (sources/references do not count towards word 
count). See APA style guide posted on Sakai. 

Include your full name and student number at the top of the assignment, along with 
a title (not just “Term paper” be creative!) and page numbers on the bottom might.

Amnesty International cited the "personal and professional risks” the quarterback has courted since August 2016, 
when he first began sitting out the pre-game anthem. 

And in his acceptance speech, Kaepernick made plain the targets of his pre-game protests and continued activism. 
"“Racialized oppression and dehumanization is woven into the very fabric of our nation - the effects of which can be 
seen in the lawful lynching of black and brown people by the police, and the mass incarceration of black and brown 
lives in the prison industrial complex,” he said. 

While Kaepernick's collusion grievance is far from settled, teams have offered hints that their unwillingness to 
audition a proven NFL quarterback is unrelated to football. 

The Seattle Seahawks, who need a reliable backup to star quarterback Russell Wilson, scheduled and later 
cancelled a workout for Kaepernick earlier this year. ESPN reported the team shut down the session because 
Kaepernick wouldn't guarantee that he would never kneel during the pre-game anthem. 

Published reports had the Cincinnati Bengals imposing similar conditions on Reid, a free-agent safety who is an 
activist ally of Kaepernick, before declining to offer him a tryout. 

Meanwhile, a reported 13 teams attended a late March showcase for quarterback Johnny Manziel, a 2014 first- 
round draft pick whose alcoholism and feuds with coaches torpedoed his NFL career after two seasons. 

The idea of a resurrected Manziel attracting more NFL interest than Kaepernick, with his six-season resumé, 
strikes many observers as neither coincidence nor football decision. 

But Kaepernick’s refusal to compromise on anti-racist activism - whether in-game or through his foundation - has 
burnished his reputation as a straight-shooter who chose principle over NFL riches. 

“Colin Kaepernick's commitment is all the more remarkable because of the alarming levels of vitriol it has attracted 
from those in power,” said Amnesty International secretary general Salil Shetty in a news release announcing the 
award.
